Washington, D. C., Dec. 20. —The two hundred 
Americans detained in Syria and Palestine by the 
Turkish military authorities have been granted 
permission to leave via Beirut, on condition that 
they intern at Beirut for a month to make valueless 
any military information they may have. 
The United States had repeatedly made diplo­ 
matic efforts to free the Americans, some of who 
are missionaries and other naturalized citizens, and 
until now each effort has been thw arted by tin 
Turkish military commander. Ambassador Hlkus 
at Constantinople, reported the porte s action to 
the state department today. Efforts will be made 
to have the time of internment shortened.

der Sheriff Reynolds 
was asaulted 1 
Tuesday afternoon by a man whom | 
he had arrested and was seriously in­ 
jured. 
He was struck three blows 
over the head with a stick of stove 
wood and was rendered unconscious. 
Reports Wednesday 
morning from 
his home in Grand Prairie are to the 
effect that the skull 
has not 
been 
fractured, and while Trigg will be 
laid up for some time, it is not be­ 
lieved his wounds will result fatally. 
The attack on Trigg was made by 
Hal 
Durham, 
whom 
Trigg 
and 
Deputy John Chiesa had arrested on 
a capias issued in Rockwall county 
charging horse theft. 
After assault-1 
i ing Trigg Durham disappeared and 
despite the fact that 
Sheriff R e y ­ 
nolds and 
a number 
of 
deputies 
searched for 
him practically 
all 
night he has not been apprehended. 
Deputies Chiesa and Seale had not 
reported up to 10 o’clock at the sher­ 
iff’s office. 
They were instructed to 
stay on the case until results were I 
obtained and it is thought they are 
now in Fort Worth working 011 the 
case. 
The attack on Trigg occurred on 
the main road about three 
miles 
north of Arlington. Chiesa and Trigg 
had overtaken the man driivng along 
the road with some hay in his wagon 
on which had been thrown a number 


of sticks 
of wood. 
The man 
ap­ 
parently 
surrendered 
without any 
sign of resistance and after search­ 
ing him Trigg said he would stay on 
the wagon and have it taken into 
Arlington. 
Chiesa in the autoombile 
turned about and started 
into Ar­ 
lington ahead 
of the two in 
the 
wagon. 
After driving some distance 
he decided to wait and when Trigg 
did not show up turned around and 
j went back. 
He found Trigg at a farm house, 


j covered with blood and three gashes 
in his head. 
Trigg said

turned to look at something and as 
he did he was struck with a stick of 
wood in the hands of Durham.

J said he grappled with the man and 
they both fell from the wagon.

was evidently stunned
